The Japanese today Intensified

In the not generally recognized 
fact that the Japs don't necessarily 
have to capture this Island strong- 
hold In order to render It ineffec- 
tive. 
There Is satisfaction In the prob- 


ability that Singapore can with- 
stand a long siege. 
But

shouldn't be pinned to that- 
If the heavily punished Japs can 


keep their offensive going with 
blood transfusions and establish 
themselves on the tip of the Pen- 
insula lust across from the Island, 
they may bo able with siege guns 
and bombing planes to make U Im- 
possible to use it as a naval bate. 
The fleet then must seek another 
mothering haven. 
In this respect Singapore Is rath- 


er like the Rock of Gibraltar—al- 
moat ImpregnabU ai t. eltadcl but 


a crippled giant 
If It Is unable 
to carry out Its main function of 
protecting the warships beneath 
Its guns. 


It Is Increasingly evident that

The question of why this should

These are statistics farmers are 


weighing as they formulate 1942 
operating plans along with advice 
received from farmer committee- 
men representing Uncle Sam who 
arc compiling results of the most 
unusual canvass in agricultural his- 
tory, recently completed. 


Individual farmers, already fight- 


ing the "battle of.food" with 1941 
bumper crops and greatly expand- 
ed livestock production, have been 
shown what they can do best to 
share In tha 1942 program.

Clement R. Attleo, lord privy seal, 
speaking as Prime Minister Chur- 
chill's deputy, told the House of 
Commons frankly today that Brit- 
ain did not have sufficient re- 
sources for complete preparation 
against the Japanese, who, he de- 
clared, at present have the most 
powerful fleet in the Pacific. 
House members cheered, howev- 


er, when he summed up accounts 
after the first month of war In the 
Pacific even though they were 
given little new Information about 
the war effort. 


News of further steps to coordi- 
nate manpower and munitions of 
the United States awaited the re- 
turn of the prime minister .from 
America. 


The first mild criticism of the 


United States' role In the far east 
came from Commander Sir Archi- 
bald Sauthby, a conservative, who 
declared the Russian and African 
successes do not "offset the loss ot 
Guam and other Islands to Ja- 
pan." 


"It might have been better," he 


told the house, "if 
the 
United 
States had augmented the defense 
of those vitally Important places 
rather than expend time and ma- 
terial In creation of 
the 
bases 


which wo have leased to them In 
the West Indies and Newfound- 
land." 


In a broad summarization of the 


war Attlee told Commons: 


"The fact that the Unittd States 
has entered tho war on our side 
has determined the result of the 
war, but does not offset tho advan- 
tages that accrue to Japan in the 
beginning...." 


He declared that even if Brit- 
ain had Increased her own produc- 
tion to the utmost she could not, 
produce enough arms at present 
for the Far East 
to

strong military force of Japan.
